W. Stewart, one of the desper­ 
ate ringleaders in the daring 
breakout, might be in the pock­ 
eted group.

Boy With Shattered 


Voicebox Talks Again 


TOMMY CAN YELL AGAIN—Tom­ 
my Thompson, 11, let go with a loud 
yell and nurse Betty Kidd playfully 
pretended the noise was too much for 
her ears as the boy was released from 
the Chicago Children’s Memorial Hos­ 
pital yesterday. Tommy was left 


voiceless by the explosion of a live 
grenade with which he and some 
chums were playing in his hometown 
of Beach Grove, Ind. Doctors rebuilt 
his larynx and now, after four months 
of silence, Tommy can talk again. 
It’s a Christmas miracle, his parents 
say.

BEACH GROVE, Ind. (UPD — 
Tommy Thompson talked and 
yelled and shouted all through 
his sixth grade class today and 
no one could get enough of it. 
“It's a miracle, that's what 
It is,’* Tommy’s father, Paul, 
said. 
“It’s Christmas.'* Tommy’s 
mother, Vivian, said. 
Five months ago, doctors 
said Tommy never would speak 
again. Shrapnel from an ex­ 
ploding grenade had pierced 
his voice box. 


Today, for the first time, 
Tommy, 11, was back in 
school. Once again he could 
talk. His voice was normal, 
though somewhat deeper— 
“much like an older per­ 
son’s,” his mother said. 


“Tommy’s grown up, that’s 
all,” 
Mrs. 
Thompson 
said. 
“He’s just grown up. In so 
many ways.” 
Tommy’s recovery was the 
product of five months of sur­ 
gery. It all started in July 
when Tommy and six boy 
friends were playing with a 
discarded hand grenade. The 
grenade went off, killing two 
of the youngsters. Shrapnel 
fractured Tommy’s larynx. 
Local doctors first fought for 
Tommy’s life. Then they talk­ 
ed of Tommy's voice. They 
said there was very little hope 
Tommy 
ever 
would 
speak 
again. 


Then began the series of 
operations at Chicago's Chil­ 
dren’s 
Memorial 
Hospital, 
noted for its work in bron­ 
cho logy. A special mold and 


silver tube were inserted in 
'Tommy’s throat to protect 
the injured tissue and to help 
his breathing. 


For five months. Tommy liv­ 
ed with that tube. He com­ 
muted between his home, in 
a suburb of Indianapolis, Ind.. 
and Chicago, 200 miles away. 
At home Tommy had his school 
teacher come over after hours 
for tutoring. Tommy learned 
Morse code and the Thomp­ 
sons learned to read lips. 
“Somehow 
we 
managed,’’ 
Mrs. 
Thompson 
said. 
“We 
learned we had to manage.” 
Then, the other day. doctors 
felt it was time to remove the 
apparatus. 
“Say something, son ” the 
doctor said. 
“What?” Tommy asked. He 
had spoken. 


“The doctors have per­ 
formed a miracle,” Thomp­ 
son said. Then he and Tom­ 
my went home. 


“Tommy says he’s been giv- 
a second chance to live,” Mrs. 
Thompson said. “He’s normal- 
I ly a quiet boy. He just sits at 
| home with us now, and every 
now and then says—‘This is 
wonderful, mom.’ You know 
what? He says it out loud. It 
must be Christmas.”

Sen. Patrick McNamara (D-

mittee, issued a 10-point “dec­ 
laration of rights” on the eve 
gf the hearing last night in 
which he called for more aid 
to older citizens. 
“I am more convinced than 
ever that this is a national 
emergency,” said McNamara, 
who has conducted hearings in 
seven cities since the investi­ 


gations began last June. 
“Older Americans have a 
right 
to 
retirement 
income 
large enough to live as self- 
respecting human beings.” 
He said he found* three out 
of five of the country’s 16 mil­ 
lion persons over 65 living on 
annual incomes of less than 
$ 1.000. 
McNamara urged higher so­ 
cial security payments and a 
health and hospitalization plan 
for those in retirem ent years. 
Other points in his recommend­ 
ed program included: Better 
housing: homelike institutional 
care; the right to participate 


in meaningful activities at the 
community level; coordinated 
community social services, and 
rights to “freedom, independ­ 
ence and initiative.” 


Also in Detroit yesterday, a 
group of elderly persons met 
at Wayne State University to 
discuss mutual problems before 
testifying before the Senate 
group. 


Discussing how to live on a 
very limited income, the sen­ 
ior citizens sometimes joked 
about the problems. One man 
suggested “adding another cup 
of water to the soup.”

P. Larrick warned that the g o v ­ 
ernment co nsiders 
any 
such 
health claims by sellers o f such 
“ unsaturated fats and o ils” as 
v io latio ns o f the federal m is­ 
branding laws. It said fo o d ex ­ 
perts felt the o nly result o f eat­ 
ing mo re o f the pro ducts wo uld 
be increased weig ht. 
The ag ency said “ additio n o f 
unsaturated fats and o ils to the 
o therwise unchang ed o rdinary 
diet will no t reduce blo o d cho l­ 
estero l and prev ent heart at­ 
tacks and stro kes.”

six months of next year.

Force and Navy personnel will 
remain in Iceland. 
The Army said its forces— 
a battalion combat team—are 
being withdrawn in a “normal 
redeployment.” 
Airborne troops will be held 
ready in the United States to 
reach Iceland in a matter of 
hours if necessary, the Army 
said, but no Army troops will 
remain in Iceland. 
The Army’s assignment of 
guarding military installations 
will be taken over by the Air 
Force and Navy. 
The Army denied that the 
move constitutes a withdrawal 
of North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization forces. It pointed 
out that U.S. troops were sta­ 
tioned in Iceland under a sep­ 
arate 1951 agreement with the 
Icelandic government.

WON'T PREVENT STROKES 
Misleading Claims 


On Fats, Oils Hit 


WASHINGTON (UPO — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
advised the public today not to 
believe any claims that use of 
salad oils, shortenings or oleo­ 
margarine would prevent heart 
attacks or strokes. 
FDA Commissioner George 
P. Larrick warned that the gov­ 
ernment considers any such 
health claims by sellers of such 
“unsaturated fats and oils” as 
violations of the federal mis­ 
branding laws. It said food ex­ 
perts felt the only result of eat­ 
ing more of the products would 
be increased weight. 
The agency said “addition of 
unsaturated fats and oils to the 
otherwise unchanged ordinary 
diet will not reduce blood chol­ 
esterol and prevent heart at­ 
tacks and strokes.” 
“Representations to the pub­ 
lic that salad oils, shortening, 
oleomargarine and similar pro­ 
ducts have value for these pur­ 
poses are false and 
mislead­ 
ing,” the FDA announcement 
said. 
It dealt with the subject in 
a statement of law-enforcement 
policy, which said, in part: 
“The role of cholesterol in 


heart and artery diseases has 
not been established. A casual 
relationship between b 1 o o d 
cholesterol levels and these 
diseases has not been proved. 
The advisability of making ex­ 
tensive changes in the nature 
of the dietary fat intake of the 
people of this country has not 
been demonstrated.” 
Cholesteral is a substance 
manufactured in the body. It 
also is present in animal fats 
and oils such as butter, lard, 
bacon and meat fats. 
But the FDA said “The blood 
level of cholesterol is control­ 
led largely by synthesis in the 
body and is affected very little 
by the amount present in our 
foods.”

Liaison Committee Delays Decision On 


Plans For Over-All Coordinating Body 


B E RK E L E Y (.?— A commit­ 
tee set up by the state Legisla­ 
ture 
recommends 
additional 
colleges for California but post­ 
pones a decision on the admin­ 
istration of the state's higher 
education program. 
The liaison committee of the 
University of California regents 
and the state Board of Educa­ 
tion ended a three-day confer­ 
ence yesterday by postponing 
a recommendation for future 
coordination of college matters. 
The committee, considering 
studies presented by a master 
plan survey team, takes up that 
unfinished business again Dec. 
17 in Berkeley. 
It adopted the teams pro­ 
posals for limiting state college 
and university admissions, con­ 
struction of new institutions ; 
and faculty procurement. 
A proposal by Dr. Arthur G. 
Coons, president of Occidental 
College, for creation of a super 
coordination council was con­ 
sidered at length yesterday and 
then deferred. Dr. Coons pro­ 
posed a council that would su­ 
pervise budgets and overall ad­ 
ministration. 
Such a body would supercede 
the university’s Board of Re­ 
gents, itself a constitutional 
group with broad powers, and 
c r e a t e an equally - powerful 


, board of state college trustees, 


j leaving junior colleges under 
I the jurisdiction of the state 
Board of Education. State col­ 
leges presently also are under 
the state board. 
Dr. Coons headed an eight- 
man survey team which studied 
problems arising from Califor­ 
nia's population growth. He 
also is chairman of the liaison 
committee. 
The committee approved rec­ 
ommendations for construction 
of 22 new junior colleges with­ 
in the next five years. It also 
urged establishment of three 
new university campuses, in 
the San Mateo County area,! 
southeast Los Angeles and in 
the I^a Jolla area. 
Two new state colleges would 
be established in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles International Air- j 
port and the San Bernardino- 
Riverside area.

every condition which may ar- 
rise.” 
He said it was the Navy’s ex­ 
perience that plans sometimes 
have to be scrapped or revised 
to meet enemy-created condi-' 
tions.

either-sex deer hunt. Every­ 
one knows w hit happens dur­ 
ing a regular open buck sea­ 
son, if the deer migrations 
start, or if 
weather condi­ 
tions are ideal to put the 
bucks on the move. 


While there's been a tempo­ 
rary drop the last couple of 
years in sales of hunting li­ 
censes and doer tags, it's only 
temporary. The numbers will 
start to climb again and today’s 
minor problems will be major 
ones in a few years. 
Perhaps California hunters 
aren't ready to accept controls 
yet, because many still are able 
to hunt, even if not success­ 
fully. But it’s only a matter of 
time. 
Hunter» might do well to 
think about these changes and 
begin to 
prepare 
for thorn. 
They’re as inevitable as the 
trout limit reduction just or­ 
dered.

We Want No Powerful, 
Secret Agencies In Marin 


After two y ears of stud y , the Marin 
Coun ty Committee on Racial Discrim­ 
in ation has suggested to the Board of 
Superv isors 
that 
an 
ord in an ce 
be 
passed ‘‘appropriate to the specific 
n eed s of the coun ty ” for curbin g racial 
d iscrimin ation here. 
The proposal is that a con ciliation 
commission an d an arbitration board 
be set up to hear an y charges of d is­ 
crimin ation in public or priv ate hous­ 
in g. The arbitration board would hav e 
the power of subpoen a an d both the 
board an d the commission would oper­ 
ate in secret, or, as the committee 
stated in its “suggested ord in an ce,” 
proceed in gs of the two groups “shall be 
con fid en tial.” The committee chairman 
in his report to the superv isors called it 
“ex ecutiv e session .” 
We of the In d epen d en t-Journ al hav e 
ahv ay s prid ed ourselv es on stan d in g up 
for the min ority groups an d on fightin g 
d iscrimin ation . Yet we can n ot stan d 
back an d see other freed oms we v alue 
d estroy ed . 
Perhaps it is appropriate to rev iew 
the Californ ia Gov ern men t Cod e, sec­ 
tion 549 50 of it, kn own as the Brown 
Act. This is what it say s: 


“ 5 49 5 0 . In ena cting this cha pter 
(the Bro wn Act), the Leg isla ture finds 
a nd decla res tha t the public co mmis­ 
sio ns, bo a rds a nd co uncils a nd the 


o ther public a g encies in this Sta te ex ­ 
ist to a id in the co nduct o f the peo ­ 
ple’s business. It is the intent o f the 
la w tha t their a ctio ns be ta ken o penly 
a nd tha t their delibera tio ns be co n­ 
ducted o penly . 


“ The peo ple o f this Sta te do no t 
y ield their so v ereig nty to the a g encies 
which serv e them. The peo ple, in del­ 
eg a ting a utho rity , do no t g iv e their 
public serv a nts the rig ht to decide 
wha t is g o o d fo r the peo ple to kno w 
a nd wha t is no t g o o d fo r them to 
kno w. The peo ple insist o n rema ining 
info rmed so tha t they ma y reta in co n­ 
tro l o v er the instruments which they 
ha v e crea ted.” 


How could the people of Marin pos­ 
sibly retain con trol ov er these two 
a p­ 
poin ted agen cies if all of their activ ities 
were d on e in secret? The superv isors 
can 't so meet. For that matter the su­ 
perv isors 
can 't 
subpoen a 
witn esses 
either. Yet the ord in an ce would g iv e 
such powers to their appoin tees. 
We re sorry the racial d iscrimin ation 
committee d id n ’t stud y the 
pro blem a 
little lon ger. We d oubt that they sought 
or receiv ed legal ad v ice in d rawin g up 
the proposal, for to us it seems certain 
section s of it are un con stitution al. 
But un con stitution al o r n ot, we cer­ 
tain ly wan t n o part of powerful, 
secret 
agen cies workin g in Marin Coun ty .

It is n ow becomin g clear 
why Premier Khrushchev was 
so in ord in ately touchy about 
the “captiv e n ation s” resolu­ 
tion which Con gress passed 
on the ev e of Vice Presid en t 
Nix on ’s trip to Russia earlier 
this y ear. 
You will recall that Mr. K. 
talked about it on ev ery oc­ 
casion , as if he could n ’t get it 
off his min d . Why was Mr. 
Khrushchev so sen sitiv e ov er 
an ex pression of opin ion by 
Con gress which simply said 
that we d id n ot accept Sov iet 
d omin ation of the n ation s of 
Eastern Europe as un alter­ 
able? 
The an swer is begin n in g to 
come out at the Hun garian 
Commun iist Party Con gress in 
Bud apest.

We Want No Powerful, 
Secret Agencies In Marin 


After two years of study, the Marin 
County Committee on Racial Discrim­ 
ination has suggested to the Board of 
Supervisors 
that 
an 
ordinance 
be 
passed “appropriate to the specific 
needs of the county” for curbing racial 
discrimination here. 
The proposal is that a conciliation 
commission and an arbitration board 
be set up to hear any charges of dis­ 
crimination in public or private hous­ 
ing. The arbitration board would have 
the power of subpoena and both the 
board and the commission would oper­ 
ate in secret, or, as the committee 
stated in its “suggested ordinance,” 
proceedings of the two groups “shall be 
confidential.” The committee chairman 
in his report to the supervisors called it 
“executive session.” 
We of the Independent-Journal have 
always prided ourselves on standing up 
for the minority groups and on fighting 
discrimination. Yet we can not stand 
back and see other freedoms we value 
destroyed. 
Perhaps it is appropriate to review 
the California Government Code, sec­ 
tion 54950 of it, known as the Brown 
Act. This is what it says: 


“54950. In enacting this chapter 
tihe Brown Act), the Legislature finds 
and declares that the public commis­ 
sions, boards and councils and the 


other public agencies in this State ex­ 
ist to aid in the conduct of the peo­ 
ple’s business. It is the intent of the 
law that their actions be taken openly 
and that their deliberations be con­ 
ducted openly. 


“The people of this State do not 
yield their sovereignty to the agencies 
w hich serve them. The people, in del­ 
egating authority, do not give their 
public servants the right to decide 
what is good for the people to know 
and what is not good for them to 
know. The people insist on remaining 
informed so that they may retain con­ 
trol over the instruments which they 
created.” 


How could the people of Marin pos­ 
sibly retain control over these two ap­ 
pointed agencies if all of their activities 
were done in secret? The supervisors 
can't so meet. For that m atter the su­ 
pervisors 
can't 
subpoena 
witnesses 
either. Yet the ordinance would give 
such powers to their appointees. 
We re sorry the racial discrimination 
committee didn’t study the problem a 
little longer. We doubt that they sought 
or received legal advice in drawing up 
the proposal, for to us it seems certain 
sections of it are unconstitutional. 
But unconstitutional or not, we cer­ 
tainly want no part of powerful, secret 
agencies working in Marin County.

Watchmaking 
Becoming 


A Lost Art 


PEORIA, 111 lUpn — Time is 
running out for the 
nation's 
watchmaking schools. 
The Bradley School of Hor*| 
ology will shut its doors in 
June. 1961. It is the oldest in 
the nation. The Elgin School at 
Elgin, 
111., 
will 
close 
next 
March 1. 
The closing of the Illinois 
schools will 
leave 
only one 
watchmaking school in the na­ 
tion. according to George J. 
Wild, dean of horology at Brad­ 
ley. He said the Bowman School 
at Lancaster, Pa., will be the 
only one left. 
REPAIRS SLOW 
Wrild told the United Press 
International, "It will take peo­ 
ple longer to get a watch fixed, 
the way it was during the war. ’ 
Wild made this comment in 
the light of knowledge about 
the 
f u n c t i o n of 
horology 
schools during war and peace­ 
time defense programs. 
'“The school was doing a big 
job toward defense,” he said. ** a *j -r k i / r 
i t 
“As nearly as I could estimate, j L AIS I A l\C I I 
1,200 of our students were in 
temporary civil service during 
World War II, serving as me­ 
chanics on fine mechanisms of 
all kinds—time measuring and 
precision instruments.” 
SINCE 1886 
The president of Bradley re­ 
cently made the announcement 
that the horology school would 
close after turning out more 
than 11,000 craftsmen in the 
watchmaking and j e w e l r y 
trades. It was founded in 1886 
in La Porte. Ind. 
The school came here in 1892 
when Mrs. Lydia Moss Bradley 
bought it out lock, stock and 
jewel and transported it to the 
campus on a chartered train. 
During 
World War I, the 
school and its instructors were 
utilized by the Army School of 
Mechanics for lens 
grinding, 
gunsmithing 
and 
precision 
work, mostly for the Air Corps. 
FEW STUDENTS 
Bradley President Dr. Harold 
P. Rodes said the school would 
close because of a gradual de­ 
cline in students. Wild added 
that “the university has out­ 
grown us. They can use the 
facilities in a bigger way for 
their academic work” 
Wild acknowledged that the 
students just aren't coming in 
anymore in spite of what he 
said was a great demand for 
such tradesmen. “I could place 
100 today if I had them,” he 
said. 
Looking back over the years 
of turning out top tradesmen 
and watching the watch indus­ 
try change, Wild made this ob­ 
servation: 
“The advance in horological 
science has been tremendous. 
Hamilton is producing an elec­ 
trical watch. 
The automatic 
self-wind watch is a marvelous 
achievement.” 
PARADOX 
He also made this paradoxi­ 
cal comment,

Old Chinese Temple A 


Weaverville Landmark

WEAVERVILLE UP — Inside 
the “Temple of the Forest and 
the Clouds” you’ll find unique 
mementos of early California, 


The pa god a-like building, al­ 
so known as the Joss House, 
was built near the Trinity Alps 
in Weaverville shortly after the 
discovery of gold brought near­ 
ly 2.500 Chinese to the area. 
Burned down in 1873, the 
temple was immediately re­ 
built and except for some ex­ 
terior decoration has withstood 
the test of time well. 


It houses many carvings, ban­ 
ners, tapestries and paintings 
shipped from China to San 
Francisco, then to Colusa by 
river steamer and on to Weav­ 
erville by mule. 
Other fixtures were made by 
local craftsmen, applying the 
arts they learned in China. 
Three clay altars containing 
clay images of Chinese deities 
form the most elaborate dis­ 
play. 
Although the interior is in 
almost the same c o n d i t i o n 
found there 86 years ago, the 
state has had to do something 
to meet steady deterioration on 
the outside. 
A skilled, woodcarver is work­ 
ing to reproduce 48 of the 
ornate carvings that decorate 
the facade of the temple. 
They’ll be painted in the 
original brilliant colors, adding 
to the unusual brightness of the 
outside walls. Three are paint­ 
ed red, trimmed in y e l l o w , 
white and black. The front is 
blue, etched with white lines 
simulating brick work. 


Two smaller buildings stand 
beside the temple — a waiting 
room and priests’ quarters, fur­ 
nished with cots and rough 
benches. 


On the waiting room wall 
there’s a half-inch thick, 19- 
inch - wide and 
16 - foot - long 
board on which is written the 
names of the 
hundreds of 
Chinese who helped build the 
temple nearly a century ago.
